Lawmakers urge action on 
measures to unlock lending 

WASHINGTON I With a new trading week 
dawning, U.S. lawmakers urged quick action 
by the Bush administration on measures to 
make direct purchases of bank stock to help 
unlock lending. 

Sen. Chuck Schumer, chairman of the Joint 
Economic Committee, said 
an administration propos- 
al to inject federal money 
directly into certain banks, 
in effect partially national- 
izing the banking system, 

“is gaining steam.” 

“I am hopeful that 
tomorrow the Treasury 
will announce that they’re doing it. And they 
have to do it quickly. ... Markets are waiting,” 
Schumer, D-N.Y., said. 

Democrats also are lining up behind 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s plan to bring 
lawmakers back to Capitol Hill after the 
Nov. 4 election to work on a second eco- 
nomic relief plan. 

Top Democrats are suggesting a $150 bil- 
lion measure that would extend jobless bene- 
fits, provide more money for food stamps and 
finance some construction projects, such as 
rebuilding bridges and roads. It would also 
include either a tax rebate or tax cut. 

Rep. Roy Blunt of Missouri, the second- 
ranking House Republican, said he would 
help on a plan “that makes sense” but is not 
laden with huge public works projects or

Poll: Obama Is Gaining Momentum

Democratic nominee 
has edge among voters 
on taxes, leadership 

With just over three weeks until 
Election Day, the two presidential 
nominees appear to be on oppo- 
site trajectories, with Sen. Barack 
Obama gaining momentum and 
Sen. John McCain stalled or los- 
ing ground on a range of issues and 
personal traits, according to a new 
Washington Post-ABC News poll. 

Overall, Obama is leading 53 to 
43 percent among likely voters, and 
for the first time in the general-elec- 
tion campaign, voters give the Dem- 
ocrat a clear edge on tax policy and 
providing strong leadership. 

McCain has made little headway 
in his attempts to convince voters 
that Obama is too “risky” or too 
“liberal.” Rather, recent strategic 
shifts may have hurt the Republi- 
can nominee, who now has higher 
negative ratings than his rival and is 
seen as mostly attacking his oppo-

A handful of elections 
for House seats are 
rematches of 2006 

NEW BRIGHTON, PA. I Whenitcomes 
to choosing who represents them in 
Congress, many voters are experi- 
encing deja vu. 

At least a dozen congressio- 
nal races — in Pennsylvania, New 
Hampshire, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Indiana, Washington, New York, 
Florida, Nevada and North Caro- 
lina — are rematches. 

Melissa Hart, who once repre- 
sented a western Pennsylvania dis- 
trict, is one of four former Repub- 
lican House members seeking to 
win back a seat lost in 2006, when 
Democrats gained control of the 
House. On the Democratic side, six 
challengers who lost to the now-Re-

publican incumbent two years ago 
are giving it another try. 

The Republican challengers in 
rematches hope 2006 was an anom- 
aly and that voters now have buyer’s 
remorse. The Democratic challengers, 
in turn, view it as a more favorable 
year for them because of discontent 
with the Bush administration and 
unhappiness with the economy. 

Rematches are common; some- 
times the second time is a charm. 

Take Indiana’s 9th District, in 
the south of the state. Democratic 
Rep. Baron Hill beat GOP challeng- 
er Mike Sodrel in 2002, lost to him 
in 2004, and then beat him in 2006. 
It’s another rematch this year. 

“There’s a long history of can- 
didates coming back to win after 
an initial defeat,” said Jack Pitney, 
a professor of government at Cla- 
remont McKenna College. 


The former GOP House mem- 
bers have the advantage of entering 
the race with an established fund- 
raising network and base of support, 
as do those in office. But it could be 
a tougher fight for the Republican 
candidates this election.

EU to Guarantee Bank Refinancing 


Leaders of 15 nations 
using single currency 
pledge to rescue banks 

PARIS I Nations in Europe’s single- 
currency zone agreed Sunday to 
temporarily guarantee bank refi- 
nancing and pledged to prevent 
banks from failing as part of a raft 
of emergency measures designed 
to get credit flowing again. 

It was Europe’s most unified 
response so far to the global finan- 
cial crisis and addresses a key part 
of the problem: banks’ reluctance to 
lend to each other. That has helped 
fuel the crisis that has felled some 
of Wall Street’s most storied names 
and is threatening the core of the 
U.S. and European economies. 

After the Dow Jones industrial 
average ended its worst week in his- 
tory, falling more than 18 percent 
last week, world leaders scrambled 
all weekend to unblock money mar- 
kets before they open Monday. 

At an emergency summit of lead- 
ers of the 15 euro-zone countries 
in Paris, European governments 
agreed to guarantee new bank 
debt until the end of 2009, allowed 
governments to help banks by buy- 


ing preferred shares, and vowed to 
rescue failing banks through emer- 
gency recapitalizion. 

But it stopped short of a one-size- 
fits-all solution: It’s up to individual 
governments to announce how they 
will implement the measures. 

“I want to tell our compatriots 


in all the countries of Europe that 
they can and should have confi- 
dence,” summit host French Presi- 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy said. 

Sarkozy hoped the momentum 
from Sunday’s meeting wouldn’t 
stop at Europe’s borders, and 
renewed his call for a summit of 


major world economies to help 
rebuild a global financial system “to 
make European ideas triumph.” 

There was no sum given in terms 
of how much the EU measures would 
cost, and Sarkozy said each country 
would decide how much it would

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
said Sunday it will resume disabling 
its key nuclear complex, after the 
U.S. dropped the country from 
a terrorism blacklist — a break- 
through expected to help energize 
stalled talks aimed at ending the 
country’s atomic ambitions. 

The spat was the latest of many 
between Pyongyang and Washing- 
ton that threatened to scuttle prog- 
ress before eventually being settled 
since the international talks aimed 
at dismantling the communist 
country’s nuclear program began 


five years ago. 

This weekend’s developments 
raised hopes that stalled nuclear 
talks could quickly resume and help 
improve ties between Washington 
and Pyongyang. 

Experts still predict a long, 
bumpy road ahead before North 
Korea’s nuclear program is dis- 
mantled. 

The next stage “will be more 
complicated,” said Cheong Seong- 
chang, a North Korea expert at the 
Sejong Institute, a private security 
think tank near Seoul. 

Cheong said Pyongyang could 
ask for increasingly difficult con- 
cessions like the normalization 
of diplomatic ties with the U.S.

Iraqi Market Resists Crisis 


Insulated from global 
financial woes, nations 
stock index flourishes 

BAGHDAD | While the rest of the 
world is facing a financial melt- 
down, the Iraq Stock Exchange is 
booming. 

The ISX index soared nearly 
40 percent in September, boosted 
by rising confidence in security 
gains. 

The ISX is open only two hours a 
day, three days a week and brokers 
track trading activity on the floor 
with colored markers and white 
boards instead of computers. But 
investors are seeing gains, especially 
in the hotel sector, even as markets 
elsewhere are taking a tumble. 

“I don’t think that the current 
financial crisis will hurt our economy 


... because we are not connected to any 
of the global markets andwehave veiy 
fewforeign investors,” said Omar Mou- 
waffak, a 73-year-old trader.

Foreigners make up less than 
3 percent of the daily volume, offi- 
cials said, but with the improving 
security situation on the ground and 
alack of attractive options elsewhere, 
investors hope that could change. 

Iraq is in a unique position 
rebuilding its post-war economy 


with plenty of oil reserves and is still 
largely dependent on U.S. money 
rather than international invest- 
ment. That’s reflected in the stock 
market, which has only 95 Iraqi 
companies listed and a daily volume 
of $1 million to $2 million. 

Still, the Iraq Stock Exchange’s 
chief executive officer isn’t gloat- 
ing. He’s worried Iraq’s greatest 
asset — oil — could prove its Achil- 
les’ heel. He thinks dropping oil 
prices, which have plunged nearly 
50 percent from a summertime 
high of $150 per barrel, will force 
Iraq to readjust its projected 
$79 billion budget surplus. 

The lack of electronic trading is 
another problem. 

“There are many funds thinking 
to invest here in Iraq,” he added. 
“But some of those funds are waiting 
for the automation.” kim gamel (ap)

Police patrols added 
to handle attacks by 
groups of teenagers 

D.C. police say they are seeing a 
growing number of teenagers and 
young adults traveling in groups to 
assault and rob unsuspecting citi- 
zens, a trend that mirrors crimes 
in cities across the country. 

In an eight-hour period last 
week, five people were attacked by 
juveniles in separate incidents in 
the Southwest waterfront neighbor- 
hood, including an armed carjack- 
ing. And in the last month, there 
have been between seven and 11 
“pack robberies” in or near Adams 
Morgan in Northwest Washington, 
Police Chief Cathy L. Lanier said. 


Similar attacks have occurred 
in the Brookland area of North- 
east Washington and Chinatown. 
Police said the crimes are not nec- 
essarily related but are part of an 
uptick that has 
led to increased 
enforcement. 

“They’re look- 
ing for someone 
who has a cell 
phone or some- 
one using an 
iPod. Or they’re 
just looking for some fast cash or a 
credit card,” Lanier said Friday at 
a press conference in Adams Mor- 
gan, where she announced more 
patrols. “You’ll have a lone person 
walking, and there are five young 
males or more, and it’s ridiculous. 


There’s no need to beat people in 
those circumstances, but that’s what 
they do. Just senseless.” 

The attacks in Southwest Wash- 
ington unfolded between 5 p.m. 
Monday and 1 a.m. Tuesday. The 
trouble began when five teenag- 
ers on bicycles attacked a man 
from behind. 

A 52-year-old attorney suffered 
serious head trauma after four to 
six teenagers beat him in the 1000 
block of Sixth Street SW around 
9 p.m. on Monday. Later Mon- 
day night, also in Southwest, two 
teenagers stuck a gun in a man’s 
face, slapped him and demanded 
his property, police said. After the 
victim said he didn’t have anything,

Bay Cruise Helps 
Wounded Unwind 


Vets on the Bay allows 
Walter Reed patients 
to mingle, kick back 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Sgt. Victor Campos 
usually looks for a break from Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center. 

Campos served in Iraq for 32 
months during his second tour of 
duty. Because of an illness, he was 
sent home. Now, he is under treat- 
ment at the facility. 

“They had to kick me out [of 
Iraq] . I didn’t want to leave, but I had 
to go,” Campos said. “I spent a lot of 
time over there trying to help every- 
body. Had some meaning to it.” 

When he’s finished his doctor 
appointments, Campos often takes 
daylong bike rides around the city 
and to the Capitol. 

But recently he was with a group 
of 45 that included family members 
and veterans who were wounded in 
Afghanistan and Iraq who spent a 
day boating on the Chesapeake Bay. 


The trip, called Vets on the Bay, 
came courtesy of the U.S. Naval 
Sailing Association. 

The group met at City Dock and 
boarded Watermark’s Annapolitan 
II. They toured the Chesapeake Bay 
for 90 minutes and learned about the 
city’s history and the Naval Acade- 
my. The captain circulated among 
the guests, performed magic tricks 
and let a few kids handle the wheel. 
There was dancing on deck. 

Marine Sgt. David Budwah suf- 
fered physical and psychological 
damage during tours in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Budwah said he has felt 
anxiety in large crowds or when he 
hears loud noises, such as fireworks. 
People sometimes laugh at him, he 
said. Others, like those who took the 
tour, are more compassionate. 

“I’m thankful to the people who 
have taken the time out to show us 
a good time,” said Budwah, who 
writes music to unwind. “This gives 
us time to relax and shows what 
life is.” (AP)

Organic light-emitting 
diodes revolutionize 
home illumination 

GLOW I On a bank of the Mohawk 
River, a windowless industrial 
building of corrugated steel hides 
something that could make floor 
lamps, bedside lamps, wall sconces 
and nearly every other household 
lamp obsolete. 

It’s a machine that prints 
lights. 

The size of a semitrailer, it coats 
an 8 -inch wide plastic film with 
chemicals, then seals them with 
a layer of metal foil. Apply electric 
current to the resulting sheet, and it 
lights up with a blue-white glow. 

You could tack that sheet to a 
wall, wrap it around a pillar or even 
take a translucent version and tape 
it to your windows. Unlike practi- 
cally every other source of lighting, 
you wouldn’t need a lamp or con- 
ventional fixture for these sheets.

though you would need to plug them 
into an outlet. 

The sheets owe their luminance 
to compounds known as organic 
light- emitting diodes, or OLEDs. 
While there are plenty of problems 
to be worked out with the technol- 
ogy, it’s not the dream of a wild- 
eyed start-up. 

OLEDs are beginning to be used 
in TVs and cell-phone displays, and 
big names such as Siemens and 
Philips are throwing their weight 
behind the technology to make it 
a lighting source, too. The OLED 
printer was made by General Elec- 
tric Co. on its sprawling research 
campus in upstate New York. 

The invention of the incandescent 
bulb created the pattern for home 
lighting: Our light sources are small 
and bright. Maybe there are a few in 
the center of the ceiling, and a few 
in the corners of the room. Because 
they’re too bright to look at, they need 
to be reflected and dihused with lamp 
shades and frosted glass. 


OLEDs could overturn all that, 
with broad, diffuse light sources 
bathing rooms in a gentle glow. 

The big glowing sheets could 
also make light sources out of 
everyday things. GE imagines put- 
ting OLEDs on the inside of win- 
dow blinds — pull them down, 
light them up, and you have light 
streaming from the window, even 
at night. You could even make 
OLED wallpaper, since the mate- 
rial is flexible. 

OLED TVs have to become 
much cheaper (and larger) to 
become mass-market products, 
and OLED lights have to be cheap- 
er still. 

That’s the issue GE is tackling 
with its printer, which dispenses 
with vacuum deposition in favor 
of a process that’s not much more 
complicated than the printing of 
a newspaper. 

“We’re trying to be as low-tech 
as possible,” said Anil Duggal, head 
of GE’s OLED research team. 

In the next step, GE plans to 
build a larger machine that can 
print panels several feet wide. Its 
output could be sold commercially 
as early as 2010, Duggal said, but he 
acknowledged that’s a “very aggres- 
sive” goal. PETER SVENSSON (AP)

Rams Stun Redskins With Last-Second Win

St. Louis gets its first 
victory of the season 
with new head coach 

REDSKINS I Josh Brown kicked a 
49 -yard field goal on the last play 
of the game Sunday, giving the St. 
Louis Rams a 19-17 upset of the 
Washington Redskins to end an 
eight-game losing streak over two 
seasons and make Jim Haslett a 
winner in his St. Louis head coach- 
ing debut. 

It takes a fluke play or two for a 
winless, two-touchdown underdog 
to pull off the stunner. The Rams 
got one at the perfect time in the 
first half against the Redskins, and 
then pulled off the win in the final 
minute with the help of a big third- 
and-long pass. 

The Redskins (4-2) overcame a 
nine-point fourth- quarter deficit 
and appeared set to win their fifth 
straight game when Clinton Portis’ 
2-yard run with 3 :47 left gave Wash- 
ington a 17-16 lead. But the Rams 
had enough time to mount a come- 
back, and Marc Bulger hit Donnie 
Avery down the right sideline for 
a 43 -yard gain on third-and-13 to 
move into field goal territory. 

But the Rams, being the Rams, 
nearly botched the game from there. 
While St. Louis was trying to kill 
the clock to set up for an easy field 
goal attempt, offensive lineman 
Richie Incognito was called for 
an unsportsmanlike conduct pen- 
alty for aiming some choice words 
at an official. The 15-yard infrac- 
tion made Brown’s kick no longer a 
gimme, but he still managed to nail 
his fourth field goal of the game. 

The Redskins, playing as a huge 
favorite for the first time under 
coach Jim Zorn, played down to 
the level of their competition and

Manning, Colts Dismantle Ravens 


Indianapolis beats 
Baltimore 31-3 for 1st 
home win of the year 

RAVENS I The Indianapolis Colts have 
a message for the rest of the NFL: 
They’re back. 

Peyton Manning threw two 
touchdowns to Marvin Harrison, a 
third to Reggie Wayne, and the Colts’ 
offense finally righted itself Sunday, 
routing the Baltimore Ravens’ top- 
ranked defense 31-3. 

The Colts (3-2) delivered their best 
overall performance in months, over- 
whelming Baltimore (2-3) in its third 
straight loss. Harrison caught two 
TD passes, and the threat of a run-

Longhorns jump over 
Alabama in AP poll 
after rivalry game win 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Texas rode its 
resounding Red River Rivalry upset 
right to No. 1.

2 Alabama on Sunday and sit atop 
The Associated Press Top 25 in the

Alabama received 
the other 36 first-place votes and 
1,582 points. 

“Being ranked No. 1 shows 
respect for what we’ve accomplished 
through the early part of the sea- 
son, but nobody really knows who 
is No. 1 at this point,” Texas coach 
Mack Brown said Sunday. 

It certainly has been a fluid 
situation. 

The Longhorns are the fourth 


No. 1 team this season, following 
Georgia, Southern California and 
Oklahoma. So, it’s just more of the 
same following an unpredictable 
2007 season that had four No. 1 
teams and eight different teams 
ranked second. 

For the second time this season, 
three of the top four teams in the 
country lost on the same weekend. 
While the losses by the previously 
top-ranked Sooners, Missouri and 
LSU weren’t stunning, they did a 
number on the rankings. 

Unbeaten Penn State moved up 
three spots to No. 3. The Sooners 
dropped three spots to No. 4 after 
their first loss. Florida jumped 
six spots to No. 5 after pound- 
ing LSU 51-21 on Saturday night.

Wedded to Her Work 


Beyonce won’t marry 
her real life to any of 
her heartfelt songs 

RELIABLE I Beyonce is a married 
lady now, but she’s still all caught 
up in the drama of love’s first glanc- 
es and final door slams. It’s refresh- 
ing that she’s staying in character: 
When artists such as Mary J. Blige 
start making music about how 
happy they are with their chubby 
hubbies, it might be sincere, but it 
also serves the function of feeding 
the tabloids. Beyonce and her Hova 
(spouse Jay-Z’s nickname) always 
have kept business and pleasure 
separate, which imparts dignity 
to their relationship and lets her 
be an artist first and a personal- 
ity second. 

Beyonce’s emotional reserve 
also allows for hits that still appeal 
to her core fan base of indepen- 
dent women. “Irreplaceable” was a 
masterpiece of that ilk, the finger- 
wagging summation of mercenary, 
“Sex and the City”-style post-fem- 
inism. That song made Beyonce 
pop’s chairwoman of the board, as 
worldly wise and merciless about 
love as Sinatra was in the wee small 
hours of the morning. 

Her new club banger, “Single 
Ladies (Put a Ring on It)” — one of 
two new songs from her upcoming 
album “I Am ...” that debuted on 



the radio last week — elaborates 
on “Irreplaceable’s” theme of love 
as sport, if not war. Sounding a lot 
like a Destiny’s Child song, it has 
Beyonce doing call-and-response 
with her backup singers over a 
rump-shaking beat provided by 
the-Dream and Tricky Stewart. 
More than most female singers, 
Beyonce understands the funky art 
of singing rhythmically, and this is 
a prime example. 

“If I Were a Boy” mines a very 
different mood and, in doing so, 
elevates Beyonce’s game even high- 
er. This is her Barbra Streisand 
moment — a tender, fairly simple 
ballad that Beyonce uses to prove 
she’s a great vocal actress. This 
tear-jerker is circular in struc- 
ture, its unending cadences sug- 
gesting that the problem Beyonce 
is addressing is eternal. 

This isn’t just another breakup 
song; it’s an elegy for female empow- 
erment, Beyonce’s admission that 
no amount of money, fame or skill 
can solve the basic inequity between 
her man’s heart and her own. 

Post-feminist independence 
is usually staged as a comedy — 
chick lit or “Sex and the City.” 
Here, Beyonce turns it into an 
adult drama and lets it bleed. 
It’s a powerful and complex view 
of sexual politics from an artist 
NO LOVE FOR HOVA: Beyonce surely adores her new husband, Jay-Z, but she’s who’s truly come into her own.

GOOD GUY I Jimmy Smits, a proven 
TV star in “L.A. Law” and “NYPD 
Blue,” is looking like the go-to guy 
when a drama’s juicy guest role 
demands leading-man heft. 

In the new season of “Dexter,” 
Smits is a prosecutor who moves 
quickly to the center of Dexter Mor- 
gan’s dark world. 


Assistant D.A. Miguel Prado is 
a man on the right side of the law, 
familiar territory for Smits. But 
there’s a “variety of different notes” 
to play with Prado, the actor said, 
which drew him to the role. 

Prado is mired in tragedy. His 
brother has been slain, and the 
assumption is that a serial killer 
named Freebo is the murderer. 

Given Smits’ rich TV resume, 
it comes as a bit of a surprise that 
“Dexter” is his first cable series. 

When asked about it, Smits 


points to changes in TV. 

These days, broadcast networks 
are more likely to put on reality 
series or formulaic crime shows 
than an envelope-pushing drama 
such as ABC’s “NYPD Blue” was 
in its day. That’s created an open- 
ing for cable. 

“I see it like fertile land for good 
writing, for exploration of character 
in different ways,” Smits said. “Net- 
works are boxing themselves in in 
terms of what they’re doling out to

The result is a crafty genre mix 
that could introduce Sonic fans to 
BioWare’s specialty, the role-playing 
game. Knuckles the Echidna has 
been kidnapped, and Sonic uncov- 
ers a millennia-old conspiracy when 
they set out to rescue him. 

There’s a lot of territory to 
explore and a variety of interesting 
puzzles. And the combat sequences 
mix turn-based strategy with the 
need for nimble stylus-tapping. Bio- 
Ware has delivered afresh approach 
to the Sonic saga, and I hope this is 
just the start of a long partnership.

Veteran journalist 
Bob Schieffer readies 
for the final debate 

POLITICS I The debate season that has 
chewed up its moderators comes to 
a close Wednesday when Sens. John 
McCain and Barack Obama meet for 
the third time, with CBS News’ Bob 
Schieffer directing the discussion. 

The veteran “Face the Nation” 
host won’t telegraph what he will ask. 


But he said he will be seeking more 
details about their potential presi- 
dencies than have been evident so far. 
“By now, we’ve all heard their talking 
points,” he said. “The time has come 
to be a little more specific.” 

Jim Lehrer, Gwen Ifill and Tom 
Brokaw had great plans going into 
their debates, too. Each had their 
own frustrations. Lehrer tried to 
get McCain and Obama to speak 
directly to the other when it was evi- 
dent they didn’t want to. During the 


vice presidential debate. Gov. Sarah 
Palin took pride in not answering 
Ifill’s questions. “She blew me off,” 


Ifill said later. 

The advantages of a town hall- 
style meeting were muted in Brokaw’s 


presidential debate. The newsman was 
spoofed by “Saturday Night Live” for 
overseeing a dry debate: “From this 
list of penetrating, insightful and pro- 
vocative questions, I have chosen the 
eight least interesting,” said Brokaw 
impersonator Chris Parnell. 

The two men will sit at the same 
table for the third debate. Schief- 
fer hopes this will encourage more 
interaction. He’s not reluctant to 
press the men to stay on point. 

“It will not embarrass me, if they 
go off in a different direction, to say, 
‘Excuse me, could you focus on the 
question that I just asked?”’ he said. 

He thinks the election is still very 
close and many people will finally 
make up their minds based on what 
they see on Wednesday. 

“I don’t want to think about it 
too much,” he said, “but I think it 
could very well determine who our 
next president will be.” (ap)

Premier U.K. writers 
protest anti-terrorism 
legislation online 

PROTEST I Dozens of renowned Brit- 
ish writers came out against new 
anti-terrorism legislation Sunday, 
publishing a collection of satire, 
essays, fiction and poetry to pro- 


test a proposal allowing police to 
hold suspects without charge for 
up to 42 days. 

Forty-two authors including 
Monica Ali, Julian Barnes, Ian 
Rankin and Alain de Botton con- 
tributed to a collection posted 
online a day ahead of a critical par- 
liamentary vote on the issue. 

Ali, who won widespread 


acclaim for her first novel, “Brick 
Lane,” wrote a satirical dialogue 
between a grandmother and a child 
who asks wheather it’s true that 
“in the olden days” if police arrest- 
ed you “they had to say what you’d 
done wrong?” 

Stella Duffy made a list of things 
that can take 42 days to accom- 
plish. It included writing the first 


six chapters of her first book; going 
through two rounds of chemothera- 
py; undergoing in-vitro fertilization 
and watching the garden change 
from summer to autumn. 

The human rights group Liberty 
coordinated the protest. The group’s 
director, Shami Chakrabarti, said 
no writer who was approached 
turned down the opportunity. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
recently expressed his firm com- 
mitment to extending the pre- 
charge detention period from 28 
to 42 days, (ap)

Ray LaMontagne’s 
latest album leaps in 
a cheerful direction

MUSIC I All of Ray LaMontagne’s 
tracks sound like they were pro- 
duced one rainy afternoon after he 
wandered into a studio and poured 
his soul into a microphone. 

Based on his first two albums, it 
would seem that the unvarnished 
intimacy of his songs is at its best in 
a solo setting, but then he decided to 
make his lineup more colorful: the 
result is the surprisingly brilliant 
“Gossip in the Grain” (RCA). 

Both 2004’s “Trouble” and 
2006’s “Till the Sun Turns Black” 
are profound remembrances of lost 
love and struggles to hold onto the 
present, ranging from rip-your- 
heart-out agony to aw-how-sweet 


endearment. At the center has 
always been LaMontagne’s arrest- 
ing, raspy voice, chronicling in detail 
all that’s wrong and all that’s right 


with the world. 

Rich and ambitious, “Gossip” 
sees LaMontagne expand into 
some new territory, delving into 


new influences like country — in 
the finger-pickin’ “Hey Me, Hey 
Mamma” — to Hall and Oates-in- 
fluenced neo-soul, in “You Are the 
Best Thing.” 

While obviously hand-crafted to 
carry the weight of the distinction 
of “first single,” “You Are the Best 
Thing” has a lot of great things going 
for it — a bright horn section, back- 
up vocals for contrast and flawless 
production. And there’s no shortage 
of supporting talent here, either: 
singer-songwriter Leona Naess 
joins him on two tracks. 

There are some unfamiliar sounds 
— “Be Here Now” oddly conjures 
a hint of the Beatles’ “Within You 
Without You” — but instead of nov- 
eltyworking against the album, the 
ambition makes every track shine.

Hindus in India think 
twice before eating 
treats at celebrations 

For thousands of years, Diwali cel- 
ebrations have had a sweet embrace 
on India. 

Sugary treats, or mithai, have 
long been central to this Hindu fes- 
tival of lights — sweet, fudgy good- 
ies rich with cardamon, pistachio 
and saffron, often coated with an 
ethereal foil of pure silver. They are 
eagerly eaten, given as gifts, offered 
to the gods. 

But the sugary glow is fading. 
With India’s economy booming and 
its people’s waistlines expanding, 
sweets are losing their allure. 

Increasingly, the nation’s grow- 
ing urban middle class wants holi- 
day presents that better reflect new- 
found wealth. And an explosion of 
obesity and related health condi- 
tions has many Indians — about 
35 million of whom are diabetic — 
thinking twice about treats.

“Thirty years back, there was 
no option but sweets,” says Girish 
Aggarwal, a partner in the Bengali 
Sweet Shop, a New Delhi landmark 
where the counters are piled with 
rich sweets shaped like apples and 
creamy slabs of cashew and pista- 
chio barfis, a fudge-like sweet often 
made from condensed milk. 

“People are not illiterate now; 
they know about other options,” 
says Aggarwal, whose shop saw 


festival-related sales drop 20 per- 
cent last year. “Now we have every- 
thing in India: Belgian chocolates, 
Swarovski crystals, electronics, gold 
and silver.” 

On Diwali, or Deepavali as it is 
known in some parts of the coun- 
try, Hindus light lamps to signify 
the victory of good over evil. New 
clothes are worn, gifts are given and 
prayers are offered to Lakshmi, the 
goddess of wealth. 

While exact figures are elusive, 
thousands of tons of sweets are 
made every year in a market dom- 
inated by mom-and-pop stores. 
Shop owners say Diwali can account 
for as much as 30 percent of their 
annual sales. 

That is changing. Last year.

sales of sweets in New Delhi during 
Diwali — traditionally celebrated in 
October or November — were down 
40 percent from the year before, 
according to a survey by the Asso- 
ciated Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry of India. 

The preferred gifts now: linens, 
toasters and iPods. 

But sweets shops are fighting 
back. Traditional treats usually con- 
tain plenty of ghee (clarified butter) 
and sugar. Now businesses such 
as Nathu’s Sweets, a leading chain 
across northern India, are offering 
more sugar-free varieties. 

“We have been making them 
for about 10 years now,” says Indu 
Gupta, whose husband is the great- 
grandson of Nathu’s founder. “Ini- 
tially, there was not much demand, 
but in recent years it has shot up.” 

The Bengali Sweet Shop makes 
sugar-free treats, too, using artifi- 
cial sweeteners. But Aggarwal can 
barely hide his disdain. 

“The taste is not the same, 
but those who cannot eat regu- 


lar sweets, like diabetics, have no 
option,” he says. 

Some have simply found health- 
ier alternatives. 

“Most of the time we give dried 
fruits. They are healthier, last lon- 
ger and are more practical,” says 
Sukhpreet Kaur, 32. 

In the run-up to Diwali this year, 
which begins Oct. 28, economists 
are predicting further woes for the 
sweets industry. 

India’s economic growth has 
slowed this year. Global economic 
uncertainty and rising inflation 
have sent food prices soaring. This 
means India’s poor, still the vast 
majority in this nation of 1.1 bil- 
lion, probably also will buy fewer 
sweets this holiday. 

But nobody is predicting the 
demise of the Indian sweet. 

“Without sweets, there is no 
festival, and there are no occa- 
sions without sweets,” says Deepak 
Kumar, 34, who was buying bundles 
of them for his upcoming wedding.

U.S. Money Crisis 

OLIVIER GARRET, economist and CEO 
at investmentfirm Casey Research, 
wasonline Fridayto discuss and 
explain the current global financial 
crisis. 

I’ve thought the market has been 
overvalued for a while, so I’ve 
been keeping most of my money 
in CDs the past few years. Now 
that stocks seem more reasonably 
priced, I am considering starting to 
move some money into stocks. Do 
you think we’ve hit bottom, or do 
you think there is more downside? 

I do not think we have hit bot- 
tom yet. The best investment at 
this point is probably gold. We are 
facing a real meltdown, a greater 
depression. The Fed is injecting 


money in the economy by the tril- 
lions, and this will result into very 
high inflation. The dollar is going 
to collapse. Gold is your best bet 
for safety until the storms quiet 
down. 

As someone who is watching his 
40l(k) deplete, what is really to 
blame? Free-market capitalism, 
deregulation or just plain greed 
from the CEOs? This swap cred- 
it fiasco is killing many Americans’ 
retirement plans. 

I believe that our own government’s 
making credit easy for people who 
should never have afforded to buy 
houses was a start. Low interest 
rates, incentive for Fannie and 
Freddie to loan to everyone. Poor 
regulation of investment banking, 
allowing banks to leverage 30 -to- 
one. Unfortunately, until the bubble 
has burst completely, all of us are 
going to get hurt. 


As a recent college graduate with 
about $20k in loans, I am starting to 
worry that with inflation and every- 
thing, I am going to end up paying 
these loans back until I’m 100. Is 
there anything I can do to help mini- 
mize the hit on my bank account? 

If your loans have fixed interest 
rates, take your time paying them 
back. They will be worthless in a few 
years. If they have variable rates, 
pay them as fast as you can. 

Are foreign investments/currencies 
safer than U.S. investments/curren- 
cy right now? If so, which country? 

Europe is in a bigger mess than we 
are. Diversification is always good, 
but right now all currencies are tied 
to this financial crisis.
